York  Packer  (April  1):  After  no  signs  of  the  gyvsy  moth  'nad 


oeen  io‘ind  in  hen  Jersey  for  fomr  years  and  the  State  nas  considered  to  bs 
free  of  any  infestation  of  the  insect,  employees  of  the  State  Fepartment  of 
iVgric'HLtmre  recently  discovered  a gypsy  moth  egg  mass  near  Mo'int  Freedom, 
in  Morris  Co'inty,  the  Fepartment  has  announced.  The  egg  mass  fo’ind  probably 
represents  nind  dispersion  from  an  'undiscovered  colony,  probaloly  nithin 
several  miles  of  Moment  Freedom,  the  department  believes.  Altho'ogh  it  has 
pniy  a sneieton  gypsy  moth . staff , s'lpervisor,  and  three  scomts,  it  is  en- 
deavoring to  locate  the  parent  infestation  by  thoro'ughly  sco'nting  in  niden- 
ing  circles  the  area  smrro'onding  :!o'int  Freedom.  Beca'nse  of  reduced  Federal 
appropriations,  the  Department  has  to  carry  on  the  nork  nithout  a.ssistance 
from  the  united  States  Department  of  Agricult'ire . Fee  egg  mass  mas  sent 
to  tne  gipsy  moth'  laboratory  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
in  ureeniield,  'iass.  , and  v.as  fo'ind  to  be  nev:  and  viable.

OBSCURE  SCALE  ( Ch r y s o mipha lu s oLscurus  Comst.) 


Ohio.  E.  U.  Mendenhall  (April  PA):  I found  the  ohscure  scale  quite  plentiful 
on  shade  trees  in  nurseries  about  Dayton.  ■ The  shade  trees  on  v.hich  it  v;as 
found  were  maples,  oaks,  and  some  others. 

BEECH 

A CERAM3YCID  BEETLE  (Xylotrechus  g uadrimaculat us  Hald.  ) 

Connecticut.  S.  P.  Pelt-.  (April  24):  A limb  pruner,  X.  guadr imaculatus , was 
found  somewhat  akindant  in  a E’uropean  beech  hedge  at  Hew  Canaan,  and  also 
on  other  beeches  in  the  vicinity.  In  the  case  of  the  beech  hedge,  possi- 
bly 5 per  cent  of  the  branches  were  cut  off,  some  of  them  having  a diameter 
of  over  2 inches.  This  insect  has  also  been  recorded  from,  alder  and  birch.

ELM  LEAF  BEETLE  (G-alerucella  xanthomelaena  Schr,  ) 

Hew  York  and  Connecticut.  E.  P.  Felt  (April  24):  Elm  leaf  beetles  w/ere  found 
hibernating  in  numbers,  presigmably  in  a building,  in  the  Bronx,  and  this, 
taken  in  connection  with  a similar  report  from  G-reenwich,  Conn.  , indicates 
that  the  pests  are  wintering  successfully  and  may  be  destructive  later, 

A UEEVIL  (^iagdali s armi colli s Say) 

South  Dakota.  H.  C.  Severin  (April  lO):  The  elm  snout  beetle  is  giving  us 
considerable  trouble  in  the  eastern  third  of  the  State,  where  it  is  de- 
stroying the  tops  of  many  of  our  trees. 

■Xansa^s.  H.  R.  Bryson  (April  23):  SpecimiCns  of  Calligra'oha  scalar! s nee.  "were 
collected  at  Pratt  by  E.  G-.  Kelly,  Extension  Entomologist.  These  beetles 
were  feeding  in  large  nombers  on  an  unknown  species  of  elm. 

ELM  CASE  BEARER  (Coleonhora  limo sipennella  Dup.) 

Hew'  York.  S.  P.  Felt  (April  25):  Th,e  elm  case  bearer  was  fcond  in  very  large 
numbers  on  an  elm  at  Millbrook,  some  of  the  partly  grown  case  bearers  being 
already  on  the  tips  of  buds  awaiting  the  appearance  of  the  young  leaves.

A CYHIPID  (Pi sholcaspis  persimilis  Ashm. ) 

Mississippi.  C.  Lyle  (April  22):  On  April  8 a correspondent  at  Darling,  Quit- 
man  County,  sent  to  this  office  specimens  of  live  oalo  twigs  containing 
galls  caused  by  D.  nersimilis.  He  indicated  that  live  oaks  in  that  vicinity 
showed  heavy  infestations  of  these  galls. 
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A CY-TIPIL  (PryoDha-nta  aa^Jaticae  Ash-n. ) 

Mississippi.  C.  Lyle  (April  22):  Correspondent s at  Magee,  Sinpson  Conaty,  and 
Meridian,  Lauderdale  County,  recently  sent  to  tnis  office  oak  twigs  showing 
very  light  infestations  of  galls  caused  by  Lryoulianta  vsp.,  probably  P.  ahua-' 
ticae.

SUP-OPE-ilT  PlilS  SHOOT  MOTH  (Phyacionia  buo liana  Schiff^) 

Hew  England,  Hew  Yorh,  and  Hew  Jersey.  E.  P.  Pelt  (April  24):  The  European 
pine  shoot  moth  continued  prevalent  in  southvTestern  Hew  England,  south- 
ea,stern  Hew  York,  and  northern  Hew  Jersey,  individual  pines  being  so  bad- 
ly infested  as  to  produce  stubby  masses  at  the  ends  of  a large  proportion 
of  the  shoots.

Middle  Atlantic  States.  R.  A.  St.  George  (April  19):  Eor  the  first,  time  in 
40  years  P.  f rontali s has  reappeared  in  epidemic  status  within  the  most 
northern  limits  of  its  range.  It  is  known  to  have  infested  at  Ic-'st  two 
co'onties  in  southern  Pennsylva,nia,  several  localities  between  Washington, 

P.  C.,  and  C'jmberland,  Mdi , and  Eairfax  Co'unty,  Ya.  Although  several 
species  of  pines  have  been  attacked,  virgin  shortleaf  has  probably  suf- 
fered most.  Examination  of  samples  from  several  hurkred  acres  of.mer- 
cha,nta,ble  pine  timber  near  Fairfax,  Va.. , ^revealed  heavy  broods  of  the  beetle 
that  hiave  successfully  overwintered  in  'the  stems  of  the  trees.  “oodpeckers 
have  worked  the  mid  and  upper  portions  of  the  tr'unks  quite  hea^vily,  proba- 
bly aiding  ma,terisAly  in  reducing  the  n^mnbers  of  the  pest.  The  infested 
trees  are  believed  to  have  been  weakened  as  a result  of  the  drought  vdiich 
he.s  prevailed  in  this  region  for  the  past  two  yea,rs.  Combined,  ruth  this, 
mild  winders  have  favcmed  insect  development.  Phis  is  regarded  a.s  the  . 
most  notable  outbreah  of  this  beetle  since  thak  of  1693  in.  this  section.

ill  abama.  J.  M.  Robinson  (April  21):  The  round-headed  apple  tree  borer  is 
moderately  abundant  on  dogwood  in  Birmingham  and  Huntsville. 

FLOWER  THRIPS  ( Franklini el la  tritici  Fitch) 

South  Carolina.  Alfred  Lutken  (April  24):  The  flownr  thrips,  F.  tritici . 
and  others,  were  present  in  large  numbers  on  spirea,  dogwood,  and  wild 
cherry  by  April  15. 

COTTONY- CUSHION  SC/iDE  (Icerya  purchasi  Mask.) 

Georgia.  J.  B.  Gill • (April  26):  The  cottory cushion  scale  infestations  con- 
tinue to  be  reported  from  scattered  localities  in  the  southern  portion 
of  Georgia,  where  ornamentals  have  been  severely  injured., 

QUINCE  LACSBUG  (Corythucha  cydoniaea* Fitch) 

Connecticut.  E.  P.  Felt  (ilpril  24):  Lacebug,  C.  cydoniae.  work  v:as  found 
somewhat  prevalent  upon  the  evergreen  thorn  or  so-called  fire  thorn  in 
Greenwich. 


RHODODENDRON 

RHODODENDRON  N.1CE3UG  (Stephanitis  rhododendri  Horv.) 

New  England.  E.  P.  Felt  (April  24):  The  rhododendron  lace  bug,  S.  rhododen- 
dri , is  somewhat  ahundant  and  injurious  in  soutlwestern  New  England,  south- 
eastern New  York,  and  northern  New  Jersey. 

SUGilEl  MUxPLS  Timm  BEETLE  (Corthylus  -punctatissimus  Zimm.  ) 

New  Jersey.  E.  P.  Felt  (April  24):  The  pitted  ambrosia  beetle,  C..  punctatis- 
simus. W3,s  found  somewha.t  prevalent  in  rhododendrons  at  Englewood,  possi- 
bly 10  per  cent  of  the  stems  being  infested  in  a considerable  plajiting. 

ROSE 

FLORIDA  FLOWER  THRIPS  (Frankliniella  tritici  bispinosa  Morg. ) 

Florida.  J.  R.  Watson  (April  25):  The  Florida  flover  thrips  has  been  un- 
usually injurious,  especially  on  roses.  It  destroyed  absolutely  all 
wisteria  blooms  in  the  vicinity  of  Gainesville.  It  has  been  abundant  also 
in  Japonica  blossoms.

B.  V.  Kendeiihall  (April  24):  I find  rose  plants  and  some  'blachherry 
plantations  in  Fairfield  County  Da/dly  infested  rith  the  rose  scale.  It  is 
not  so  nard  to  control,  hut  Yrhere  the  plants  are  so  ha-dly  infested  it  seems 
to  he  due  to  neglect.

Theobaldia  incidens  Freeborn  was  moderately  ab'^ondant  for 
20  miles  aAong  upper  Hot  River,  whey  were  not  particulanly  troublesome  to 
humans  but  settled  mostly  on  horses.

G-eorgia  and  South  Carolina.  U.  Z.  Dove  and  D.  G-.  I-fe-11  (April):  C.  cani tho ran  hoJ 
was  very  acundant  and  annoying  d'uring  ^yJarch  and  the  early  part  of  April  in 
Br-onswich  anid  Savannah,  Oa.  , and  in  Charleston,  South  Carolir^a.  The  inci- 
dence had  an  abrupt  decline  when  the  spring  tides  of  April  occurred.  C. 

^ovei  HaAl  is  appearing  at  Savannah,  Oa. , (April  20);  This  species  will  be 
accomppnied  b.}-  0.  melleus  Coq;. and  the  two  will  be  annoying  throughout  the 
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Slammer  months.  C.  ^uttipennis  Coq.  .and  C.  'biig:vLt tatus  Coq,  have  "been  reared  I 
from  large  niombers  of  the  rot  holes  in  trees,  and  these  species  are  begin- 
ning to  occur  in  nature.  During  the  spring  months,  sand  flies  r/ere  found  in 
3 to  5 miles  from  salt  marshj>  breeding  places.  They  ame  abundant  about  herds 
of  dairy  cattle. 

SYS  G-ITAT  (Hippelates  spp.  ) 

Georgia.  T7.  E.  Dove  and  D.  G.  Hall  (April  20):  Hundreds  of  Hippelates  were 
Caught  in  a home  made  trap  which  was  located  on  a,  high  point  in  a salt 
marsh  in  Savannah.  The  trap  was  baited  with  fish  ineal  in  salt  water.  As 
yet  these  pests  are  not  annoying  to  man.

SHORT-HOSED  CATTLE  LOUSE  (Haematopinus  eurysternus  Hitz.) 

Hebraska.  ‘M.  H.  Swenic  (March  25  to  April  20):  Another  report  of  an  infestation 
of  cat'tle  T-lth  the  short-nosed  sucking  louse  (H.  eurysternus)  was  received 
from  Custer  County  during  the  first  week  in  April. 

CATTLE  GRUBS  (Hypo derma  spp.) 

Iowa.  R.  '.7.  Hells  (April  24):  A fevr  H.  bovis  DeG.  had  dropped  by  this  date, 
life  estimate  the  dropping  to  have  begun  about  April  5.  'This  species  is  by 
far  the  more  ahondant  of  the  two  in  the  northeastern  part  of  Iowa. 

Horth  Dakota.  J.  A.  Munro  (April  2l):  Of  68  steers  examined  at  Fargo  by  P.  F. 
Trowbridge  and  F.  H.  Christinson,  of  the  State  Agricultural  College,  March 
16,  only  37  were  free  of  grubs.  The  31  infested  averaged  nearly  2 grubs 
per  animal.

ECTOPARASITES 

Pennsylvania.  Monthly  Letter  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology,  U.  S.  D.  A.,  Ho.  225 
(January);  Ectoparasites  of  deer  in  Pennsylvania.  — Harold  S.  Peters, 
Talooma  Park,  Md. , spent  December  5 to.  7 studying  the  ectoparasites  of  deer 
in  south- central  Pennsylvania,  a continuation  of  a cooperative  study  made 
in  the  deer-lronting  seasons  of  1930  and  1931.  /m  examination  of  19  deer 
yielded  34  Tricholipeurus  virgin! anus  Peters,  4 Cervophthirius  crassicornis 
(Hitzsch),  and  28  Dermac enter  nigrolineekus  Packard.  Mr.  Peters  says,  'Mt 
is  interesting  to  note  that  only  one  species  of  biting  louse  was  found,  as 
in  other  parts  of  the  Stake  two  species  hrave  been  found.  Ho  especially 
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heavy  infestation  was  observed.  - But  this  information  does  show  us  that 
there  is  a sufficient  infestation  of  external  parasites  to  cause  severe 
damage  should  conditions  become  fo.vorable  for  a sudden  increase.  The  past 
three  years’  s’orvey  shows  tliat  the  lice  and  ticks  are  found  on  deer  thro''Jigh- 
out  the  main  deer  sections  of  Pennsylvania.”  T.  virglnianus  ha.s  been  col- 
lected in  13  counties.  ”This  species  of  biting  louse  makes  up  about  90 
per  cent  of  the  biting  lice  on  Pennsylvania  deer  and  was  undescribed  -antil 
1930.”  T.  uarallelus  (Osborn),  aiiother  biting  louse,  has  been  found  in  7 
counties.  ”This  is  the  so-called  ’common  deer  louse’  but  really  makes  up 
only  about  10  per  cent  of  the  biting  lice  on  Pennsylvania  deer.”  C.  crassi- 
cornis.  a sucking  louse,  general lyirathor  rare  on  eastern  deer,  was  fo^and 
in  7 counties.  The  tick  D.  nigrolineatus  was  found  in  9 counties  of  the 
S t at  e . 

HOHSB 

BUPPALO  GITATS  (Simulidae) 

Mississippi.  State  Plant  Board  of  Mississippi  (April  8):  Reports  reaching 
the  Entomology  Lepartment  indicate  that  buffalo  gnats  are  present  in  large 
numbers  in  the  vicinity  of  Greenwood,  and  that  livestock  are  suffering 
from  their  attacks.  Their  presence  in  n''unbers  is  attributed  locnlly  to 
the  rising  of  the  flood  waters.  Man^;"  planters  are  already  burning  smudges 
in  fields  and  around  barnyards. 

C.  Lyle  and  assistants  (April):  The  outbreak  of  buffalo  gnats,  reported  in 
a previous  number  of  the  Insect  Pest  S^urvey  B'ulletin,  has  very  ma,terially 
subsided,  although  reports  of  abundance  ane  still  being  received  from  many 
part  s of  the  State.  ( Ab s t rac t , J . A.  H . ) 

B0TPLIE3  (Gastro'philus  spp.  ) 

Iowa.  Monthly  Letter  of  the  Burea.u  of  Entomology,  U.  S.  D.  A.,  ITo.  225  (January) 
Botfly  larvae  in  horses’  tongues  decrea-se  with  the  advance  of  winter. — To 
determine  "how  lake  in  the  winter,  in  the  northern  labitudes,  horses  may 
continue  ingestion  of  botfly  (G.  intestinalis  DeG. ) larvae  issuing  from  the 
eggs  carried  by  the  host  after  the  Icist  of  the  fly  activity,”  E.  P.  Knipling, 
iVues,  Iowa,  made  a co’unt  of  aAl  la,rvae  fo^'and  in  20  tong’ues  purchased  from 
a disposal' plant . The  followirig  co'onts  in  tongues  eicamined  on  different 
dates  show  the  waning  infestabion:  On  December  1,  52  la.rvae  in  5 tong^ues; 
on  December  9,  31  Ir^rvae  in  3 tongues;  on  December  10,  114  larvaie-  in  2 
tongues;  on  December  13,  63  laa’vae  in  3 tongues;  on  December  17,  23  larvate 
in  5 tongues;  and  on  December  31,  7 lam/ae  in  2 tongues.  The  stomachs 
and  duodena  of  8 of  these  horses  were  examined  rp.nd  following  a.re  the  find- 
ings: 938  G.  nasal  is  L.  in  the  duodeua;  603  G.  intestinali  s DeG.  in  the 
stomachs;  1 G,  haemo r rho i dali s L.  in  a stomach.”

SHEEP  BOTPLY  (Oestrus  ovis  L. )

L.  M.  Peairs  (April  24):  Many  re'ports  of  termites  ha,ve  Been 
received  from  Morgantovn,  Huntington,  and  other  points. 


Ohio.  E.  W.  MendenhaJl  (April  24):  Complaints  ha^ve  come  in  concerning  ter- 
mites worlving  their  way  through  cellars  and  in  foundations  of  huildings 
in  Columhus,  and  fo^ond  doing  da.ma.ge  in  greenhouses  in  Dayton.  If  not  de- 
stroyed,. they  ma,y  do  considerable  damage. 

Illinois.  J.  H.  Bigger  (April  17):  Termites  very  abundant  April  15.  They 
were  seen  swarming  March  18  at  Jacksonville.  I have  examined  8 nroperties 
in  the  last  few  weeks. 

Kentucky.  W.  A.  Price  (April  24):  During  the  past  three  weeks,  April  3 to 
24,  winged  termites  ha.ve  been  extant  and  inquiries  have  been  received  from 
aAl  sections  of  the  State. 


Iowa.  C.  J.  Dralae  (April):  Termites  hOvVe  been  increasing  in  numbers  in  lovn 
for  the  past  10  years.  Considerable  damage  is  being  done  in  the  southern 
half  of  the  State,  particularly  along  the  Mississippi  and  Missouri  Rivers 
. and  in  Des  Moines, 


Kansas.  H.  R,  Bryson  (April  23):  April  8,  tennites  wnre  discovered  doing 
extensive  damage  to  ma.ple  floors  and  casings  of  doors  in  a modern  gra.de 
building  at  Mian]iattan.  This  wan  a,  wooden  floor  laid  on  cement.  Stakes 
driven  into  the  gro'und,  making  context  vTith  the  joists,  furnished  a.  means 
of  connection  between  the  floor  and  the  ground.
